Be  if  ordained  b~y  tfle  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore j  That  no  vehicle  shall 
he  permitted  to  stand  more  than  two  hours  con- 
tinuously, between  the  hours  of  9.00  A.  M.  and 
6.00  P.  M.  on  any  day,  except  Sundays,  on  the 
north  side  of  Plowman  Street,  between  Albe- 
marle SI  rod  and  High  Street.  Xo  vehicle  shall 
be  permitted  to  stand  on  the  south  side  of  Plow- 
man Street,  between  Albemarle  Streel  and  High 
Street,  longer  than  actually  accessary  to  taKe 
on  o)-  discharge  passengers,  baggage,  freight 
oi-  merchandise,  between  the  hours  of  7.4f)  A. 
M.  and  6.00  P.  M..  on  any  day,  excepl  Sundays. 
Any  person  sdolating  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance shall  he  subject  1<>  a  penalty  not  exceed 
ing  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  U)\-  each  and  every 
offense.

miles  of  the  City  limits  and  One  Eundred  Dol- 
lars ($100.00)  for  plants  located  more  than  ten

materials  and  in  such  manner  as  in;i>  be  desig 
nated  by  the  -aid  Highways  Engineer,  in  each 
instance. 
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Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  with- 
in a  reasonable  time  any  of  the  work  herein  re- 
quired to  be  done  by  them,  from  time  to  time, 
then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work  and  col- 
lect all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be  liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more against  any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses, 
claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  ex- 
penses to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  alter- 
ation, repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  re- 
moval of  said  railroad  tracks  and  whether  such 
suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages, 
costs  and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered  or 
sustained  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  or  be  against,  suffered  or  sus- 
tained by  other  corporations  and  persons  to 
whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more may  become  liable  therefor. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
if  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  public  work  (whether  the  said

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of  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  any  way  affected 
by  the  repeal  of  said  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions, or  any  of  them.

St.,  40  ft.  wide',  along  the  southeast  side  thereof,  from 
a  point  100  ft.  northeast  of  Beason  St.  to  Marriott 
St.,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  on  the 
twentieth  (20th)  day  of  May,  1938,  and  now  on  file  in 
said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commis- 
sioners for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
close  20  feet  of  Lowman  St.  40  ft.  wide,  along 
■the  southeast  side  thereof  from  a  point  100  ft. 
northeast  of  Beason  St.  to  Marriott  St.  the  land 
hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  for  said  clos- 
ing being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  formed 
by  the  intersection  of  the  southeast  side  of 
Lowman  St.  40  ft.  wide,  and  the  southwest  side

therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
firsl  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor 
from  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  shall  in  the  application  for  such  permission 
and  permit-  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges 
of  every  kind  and  nature  made  necessary  by 
such  removal,  aheration  or  interference.

Whereas,  the  United  States  Housing  Author- 
it)  (a  body  corporate  of  perpetual  duration 
created  under  the  United  States  Housing  Act 
of  1937,  Public  No.  412,  Seventy-Fifth  Con- 
gress, approved  September  1,  1937,  and  herein- 
after called  the  USHA")  is  authorized  by 
the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937  to  make 
annual  contributions  to  public  housing  agencies 
to  assist  in  achieving  and  maintaining  the  low- 
rent  character  of  their  housing  projects ;  and 

AViiereas,  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of 
1937  provides  that  no  part  of  such  annual 
contributions  by  the  USHA  shall  be  made 
available  for  any  project  unless  and  until 
the  State,  City,  County,  or  other  political 
snl  (division  in  which  the  project  is  situated 
shall  contribute  in  the  form  of  cash  or  tax  re- 
missions, general  or  special,  or  tax  exemptions, 
at  least  twenty  per  centum  (20%)  of  the  annual 
contributions  therein  provided;  and 

Whereas,  the  Authority  and  the  USHA 
have  entered  into  a  contract  dated  June  13,  1938 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Annual  Contributions 

( 'on tract")  ;  and 

Whereas,  ( Jhapter  517  and  Chapter  518,  Laws 
of  Maryland,  1937  provide  that  the  property  of  an 
authority  is  declared  to  be  public  property  used 
I'o]-  essential  public  and  governmental  purposes 
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and  that  such  property  and  an  authority  shall 
be  exempt  1'om  all  taxes  and  special  assessments 
of  the  City,  the  State  or  any  political  subdivi- 
sion thereof;  provided,  however,  that  an  au- 
thority shall  pay  to  the  City  or  political  sub- 
division of  the  State  (a)  a  sum  which  is  fixed 
by  said  City  or  political  subdivision  to  be  paid 
to  it  annually  by  the  authority  in  respect  to  each

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(b)  The  term  "Federal  Annual  Contribu- 
tion" shall  mean  the  amount  of  annual  contri- 
bution payable  to  the  Authority  by  the  USHA 
under  the  Annual  Contributions  Contract  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Authority  in  achiev- 
ing the  low- rent  character  of  any  project.

clude the  total  amount  of  all  rents  chargeable, 
excluding  the  charges  for  utilities  such  as  heat, 
electricity,  gas  and  water)  chargeable  by  the 
Authority  for  the  dwelling  units  in  such  proj-

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  operate  vehicles  propelled  by  electricity  sup-

An  ordinance  establishing  certain  engineering  principles  to 
be  adhered  to  in  the  design,  workmanship  and  assembly 
of  structural  steel  required  In  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Women  of  Maryland,  at 
the  corner  of  John  Street  and  Lafayette  Avenue' 

Section  1.    />v  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That   the   Hospital 
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for  the  Women  of  Maryland  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  assemble  the  structural  steel  work 
required  in  the  construction  of  the  addition  to 
its  present  buildings,  at  the  corner  of  John 
Street  and  Lafayette  Avenue,  by  the  process  of 
welding  in  compliance  with  the  following  rules 
of  design  and  workmanship : 

Par.  1.     Unit  Stresses. 

All  welds  must  be  of  such  sizes  and  lengths 
as  to  transmit  the  load  to  be  carried  at  stresses 
not  to  exceed  the  following  amounts  in  pounds 
per  square  inch : 

Shear  on  section  through  throat  of 
weld 13,000 

Tension   on   section   through   throat 

of  weld 15,600 

Compression     on     section     through 

throat  of  weld 18,000 

Par.  2.    Quality  of  Materials. 

Wire  used  for  electrodes  or  welding  rods  shall 
be  commercial  mild  steel  wires  made  for  this 
purpose  and  of  the  heavy  coated  and  shielded 
arc  type.  Such  rods  shall  be  of  a  quality  to 
give  a  minimum  of  65,000  lbs.  per  square  inch 
tensile  strength  and  an  elongation  of  20  per 
cent,  in  12  inches. 

Par.  3.     Apparatus. 

Welding  current  shall  be  direct  current  sup- 
plied by  generators  driven  by  electric  motors  or 
engines  having  suitable  automatic  voltage  regu- 
lation. 
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Par.  4.     Workmanship. 

(a)  Surfaces  to  be  welded  shall  be  cleaned  by 
wire  brushing,  chipping  or  hammering,  of  loose 
scale,  rust,  paint,  or  other  foreign  matter;  ex- 
cept that  a  thin  coat  of  linseed  oil  need  not 
be  removed  before  welding. 

(b)  Welding  operators  shall  submit  evidence 
of  experience  in  welding  structural  steel  with 
the  kind  of  welding  to  be  used  on  the  proposed 
work,  and  show  ability  to  make  flat,  vertical  and 
overhead  welds  of  uniform  quality  conforming 
to  the  requirements  of  these  specifications. 

(c)  After  being  deposited,  welds  shall  be 
brushed  with  wire  brushes,  and  show  uniform 
section,  smoothness  of  weld  metal,  feather  edges 
without  overlaps,  freedom  from  porosity  and 
clinkers.  Visual  inspections  at  edges  and  ends 
of  fillets  and  butt  joints  shall  indicate  good 
fusion  with  and  penetration  into  base  metals 
without  craters. 

(d)  Arcs  for  electric  welding  shall  be  of 
proper  lengths  to  produce  good  welds. 

(e)  In  assembling  and  during  welding  the 
component  parts  of  a  built  up  member  shall  be 
held  by  sufficient  clamps  or  other  adequate 
means  t<»  keep  parts  straight  and  in  close  con- 
tact. 

Par.  5.     Qualification  of  Welders. 

All  welding  shall  be  performed  by  operators 
holding  a  certificate  issued  by  a  testing  labors 
lory  oi-  other  recognized  organization,  approved 
by  the  Architect  and  the  Buildings  Engineer, 
and  qualified  t<>  pass  on  the  operator's  ability 
and  workmanship.    The  certificate  Bhal]  be  is 
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sued  not  more  than  one  year  prior  to  the  start- 
ing of  the  welding  operation.  A  copy  of  this 
certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings. 

Par.  6.     Inspection. 

The  welding  contractor  shall  employ  the  serv- 
ices of  a  responsible  inspection  company,  ap- 
proved by  the  Architect  and  the  Buildings  Engi- 
neer. The  inspection  company  shall  maintain 
on  the  job  at  all  times  during  the  welding  a 
representative  who  shall  certify  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  welding  and  render  reports  to  the  Build- 
ings Engineer,  and  to  the  Architect. 

Par.  7.     Structural  Steel. 

Structural  steel  shall  not  be  painted  before 
welding,  but  shall  be  given  a  coat  of  linseed  oil 
to  protect  against  rust.  In  all  other  respects 
the  structural  steel  construction  shall  conform 
to  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City.

Whereas,  many  vacant  lots  are  being  used 
for  the  storage  and  parking  of  motor  vehicles; 
and 

Whereas,  the  use  of  sneli  lots  creates  many 
dangers  for  pedestrians  by  continual  crossing 
of  sidewalks  by  motor  vehicles;  and 

Whereas,  in  many  cases,  the  motor  vehicles 
are  parked  on  lots  closely  abutting  on  sidewalks 
without  any  wall  or  safeguard  to  prevent  them 
from  running  over  the  sidewalk  and  into  the 
street  at  any  point,  thereby  endangering  not 
only  pedestrians  but  adding  to  the  traffic  haz- 
ards ;  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  secure  greater  safety, 

it  is  necessary  that  certain  regulations  be  im- 
posed in  order  to  safeguard  the  public;  there- 
fore, 

Sbotiok  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  person,  firm 
of-  corporation  shall  hereafter  keep  or  maintain 
a  lot  or  lots  for  the  open-air  storage  or  parking 
of  motor  vehicles  where  a  charge  is  made  for 
such  storage  or  parking  without  first  having  ob 
tained  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings,  the  cost  of  said  permit  to  be  One 
Dollar   ($1.00),  and   without    having  complied 

wit  li  t  he  following  conditions  : 
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1.  A  masonry  wall  alone  or  together  with 
shrubbery,  or  together  with  shrubbery  and 
plants,  not  less  than  two  feet  in  height,  and 
not  less  than  six  inches  thick,  or  some  other 
adequate  barrier,  approved  by  the  Buildings 
Engineer,  shall  be  erected  and  maintained  (ex- 
cept across  driveways)  on  all  sides  of  the  lot, 
between  the  sidewalk  area  and  the  area  of  the 
lot  to  be  used  for  the  storage  or  parking  of 
motor  vehicles. 

No  barrier  shall  be  erected  on  or  along  such 
lots  which  obstructs  the  vision  of  pedestrians 
oi*  the  drivers  of  vehicles  traversing  or  about 
to  traverse  any  driveway  across  the  building 
line  or  sidewalk  area. 

2.  The  entire  area  of  the  lot  shall  be  paved, 
and  kept  paved,  with  a  hard  or  semi-hard  dust- 
less  surface  to  be  approved  by  the  Buildings 
Engineer. 

3.  The  following  driveway  regulations  shall 
apply  to  driveways  across  the  building  line  or 
in  the  sidewalk  area,  but  not  the  driveways  on 
the  lots  themselves : 

(a)  No  driveway  shall  be  more  than  twenty- 
five  feet  wide. 

(b)  Driveways  opening  into  the  same  thor- 
oughfare shall  be  at  least  twenty-five  feet  apart, 
measured  between  the  nearest  sides  of  the 
driveways  and  along  the  building  line. 

(c)  At  corner  lots,  no  part  of  any  driveway 
opening  into   any   thoroughfare   shall   be   less 
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than  ten  feet  from  the  building  line  of  any 
other  intersecting  thoroughfare,  measured 
along  the  building  line. 

(d)  All  driveways  shall  he  depressed  wherever 
possible  in  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer; and,  if  depressed,  shall  have  granite  or 
concrete  curbs  on  the  sides,  and  all  such  curbs 
shall  be  kept  painted  white.  Where  driveways 
are  not  depressed,  a  white  line,  six  inches  wide, 
shall  be  kept  painted  across  the  entire  width 
of  the  sidewalk  along  each  side  of  the  driveway. 

(e)  All  driveways  shall  be  constructed  in  ac- 
cordance wTith  the  specifications  of,  and  to  meet 
the  approval  of  the  Highways  Engineer; 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  now  maintain- 
ing or  operating  a  lot  or  lots  for  the  open-air 
storage  or  parking  of  motor  vehicles  where  a 
charge  is  made  for  such  storage  or  parking 
shall  have  nine  months  from  the  date  of  passage 
of  this  ordinance  within  which  t<>  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  hereof,  after  which 
time  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
apply.

An  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  importation,  breeding,  sale 
or  distribution  of  birds  of  the  psittacine  family  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  there  have  been  numerous  cases  of 
psittacosis  throughout  the  country  since  1929 
many  of  which  have  proven  fatal ;  and 

Whereas,  a  major  outbreak  of  this  disease 
occurred  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  during  1929 
and  1930;  and 

Whereas,  since  the  Baltimore  outbreak,  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  control  the  spread  of 
this  infection  by  interstate  certification  and  in- 
spection, and  by  the  isolation  of  diseased  birds ; 
and

sale  of  psittacine  birds  within  their  jurisdic- 
tions ;  and 

Whereas,  this  may  result  in  making  the  City 
of  Baltimore  a  major  port  of  entry  for  the  im- 
portation of  such  birds  thereby  increasing  the 
possibility  of  the  reappearance  of  the  disease 
psittacosis  in  the  City;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  by  flic  Mayor  and 
City  Conned  of  Baltimore,  That  no  person  shall 
bring  into  the  City  of  Baltimore  or  offer  for 
sale,  sell,  give  away,  or  breed  within  the  limits 
of  said  City  parrots,  parrakeets,  love  birds, 
macaws,  cockatoos,  lories,  lorikeets  and  other 
birds  of  the  psittacine  family.  Provided,  how- 
ever, thai  zoological  gardens  operated  under 
public  authority  or  laboratories,  in  which  scien- 
tific research  is  being  carried  out,  may  receive 
or  import  birds  of  the  psittacine  family  in  con- 
formity with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  2.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  That 
all  birds  having  psittacosis,  or  which  are  sus 
pected  of  being  carriers  of  psittacosis  virus, 
and  all  birds  of  the  psittacine  family  exposed  t»» 
a  bird  having  psittacosis  or  found  or  harbored 
on  the  same  premises,  where  infection  with 
psittacosis  virus  is  discovered,  or  suspected, 
shall  be  Immediately  desl  roved.

Insofar  as  ii  prohibits  the  sell 
Lng  or  giving  awaj   of  birds  of  the  psittacine 
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family,  shall  not  apply  to  such  birds  in  the 
possession  of  dealers  thereof  at  the  time  this 
ordinance  takes  effect. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Baltimore  City

at  the  northwest  corner  of  Baltimore  and  Calvert  Streets. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Happy  Hills 
Convalescent  Home  for  Children,  Inc.,  on 
Rogers  Avenue,  and  the  Emerson  Hotel,  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Baltimore  and  Calvert 
Streets,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
assemble  the  -structural  steel  work  required  in 
the  construction  of  the  additions  to  their  pres- 
ent buildings,  by  the  process  of  welding  in  com- 
pliance with  the  following  rules  of  design  and 
workmanship. 

Par.  1.     Unit  Stresses. 

All  welds  must  be  of  such  sizes  and  lengths

per  square  inch:  Shear  on  section  through 
throat  of  weld,  13,000.  Tension  on  section 
through  throat  of  weld,  15,600.  Compression 
on  section  through  throat  of  weld,  18,000. 

Tar.  2.     Quality  of  Materials. 

Wire  used  for  electrodes  or  welding  rods  shall 
be  commercial  mild  steel  wires  made  for  this 
purpose  and  of  the  heavy  coated  and  shielded 
arc  type.  Such  rods  shall  be  of  a  quality  to  give 
a  minimum  of  65,000  lbs.  per  square  inch  tensile 
strength  and  an  elongation  of  20  per  cent,  in  12 
inches. 

Par.  3.     Apparatus. 

Welding  current  shall  be  direct  current  sup- 
plied by  generators  driven  by  electric  motors  or 
engines  having  suitable  automatic  voltage  regu- 
lation. 

Par.  4.     Workmanship. 

(a)  Surfaces  to  be  welded  shall  be  cleaned  by 
wire  brushing,  chipping  or  hammering,  of  loose 

scale,  rust,  paint,  or  other  foreign  mallei-;  e\ 
cepl   that   a  thin  coat   of  linseed  oil   need  not   be 
removed  before  welding. 

(b)  Welding  operators  shall  submit  evidence 
of  experience  in  welding  structural  steel  with 
the  kind  of  welding  to  be  usr{\  on  the  proposed 
work,  and  show  ability  to  make  flat,  vertical  and 
overhead  welds  of  uniform  quality  conforming 
to  the  requirements  of  these  specifications. 

(c)  After    being  deposited,   welds   shall    be 

brushed    with    wire   brushes,   and   show    uniform 
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sections,  smoothness  of  weld  metal,  feather 
edges  without  overlaps,  freedom  from  porosity 
and  clinkers.  Visual  inspection  at  edges  and 
ends  of  fillets  and  butt  joints  shall  indicate  good 
fusion  with  the  penetration  into  base  metals. 

(d)  Arcs  fbr  electric  welding  shall  be  of 
proper  lengths  to  produce  good  welds. 

(e)  In  assembling  and  during  welding  the 
component  parts  of  a  built  up  member  shall  be 
held  by  sufficient  clamps  or  other  adequate 
means  to  keep  parts  straight  and  in  close  con- 
tact. 

Par.  5.     Qualification  of  Welders. 

All  welding  shall  be  performed  by  operators 
holding  a  certificate  issued  by  a  testing  labora- 
tory or  other  recognized  organization,  approved 
by  the  Architect  and  the  Buildings  Engineer, 
and  qualified  to  pass  on  the  operator's  ability 
and  workmanship.  The  certificate  shall  be  is- 
sued not  more  than  one  year  prior  to  the  start- 
ing of  the  welding  operation.  A  copy  of  this 
certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings. 

Par.  6.     Inspection. 

The  welding  contractor  shall  employ  the  serv- 
ices of  a  responsible  inspection  company,  ap- 
proved by  the  Architect  and  the  Buildings  Engi- 
neer. The  inspection  company  shall  maintain 
on  the  job  at  all  times  during  the  welding  a 
representative  who  shall  certify  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  welding  and  render  reports  to  the  Build- 
ings Engineer  and  to  the  Architect. 
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Par.  7.     Structural  Stool. 

Structural  steel  shall  not  be  painted  before 
welding,  but  shall  be  given  a  coat  of  linseed  oil 
to  protect  againsl  rust.  In  all  other  respects 
the  structural  stool  construction  shall  conform 
to  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City. 

Where  not  otherwise  specified,  the  standard 
specifications  and  the  recommendations  by  the 
American  Welding  Society,  or  as  directed  by 
the  Buildings  Engineer  and  the  Architect,  shall 
be  followed.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  43  of 
Article  46  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927 
Edition),  title  " Taxes",  sub-title  "City  Col- 
lector", sub-heading  "Discounts",  be  and  it  is 
hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amend- 
ments, to  read  as  follows : 

43.  The  City  Collector  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  allow  on  all  bills  for  taxes  for 
municipal  purposes  for  real  estate  and  chattels 
real,  personal  chattels,  shares  of  stock,  bonds 
and  like  securities  levied  and  imposed  for  the 
year  1939,  a  discount  of  one  per  centum  if  paid 
on  or  before  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  Febru- 
ary; a  discount  of  three-quarters  of  one  per 
centum  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March;  a  discount  of  one-half  of  one  per 
centum  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April,  and  a  discount  of  one-fourth  of  one  per 
centum  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  May.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  re-ordain,  with  amendments, 
Sections  4  and  6  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Sabbath",  as  said  sections 
were  added  by  Ordinance  No.  130,  approved  February  15, 
1932,  and  ratified  by  the  voters  on  May  2,  1932,  relating 
to  the  time  when  bowling  may  be  permitted  and  tickets 
may  be  sold  and  patrons  admitted  to  certain  games  and 
amusements  on  Sunday,  and  submitting  said  ordinance 
to  the  legally  qualified  voters  of  Baltimore  City  for 
adoption  or  rejection. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  4  and 
6  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927 
Edition),  title  " Sabbath'',  as  said  sections  were 
added  by  Ordinance  No.  130,  approved  Febru- 
ary 15,  1932,  and  ratified  by  the  voters  on  May 
2,  1932,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
ordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  play 
baseball  or  any  other  game  or  games  whatso- 
ever, or  to  hold  or  engage  in  any  entertainment 
or  amusement  on  the  Sabbath  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore 
City,  except  as  hereinafter  authorized.  It  shall 
be  lawful  to  play  on  Sunday  the  games  of  base- 
ball, golf,  football,  tennis,  croquet,  basketball, 
lacrosse,  quoits,  soccer  and  hockey;  to  swim, 
roller  skate,  ice  skate;  to  hold  or  engage  in 
field,  track  or  swimming  meets  or  contests  or 
any  other  athletic  games  whatsoever,  except 
boxing  or  wrestling,  for  recreation  or  profit, 
after  the  hour  of  2  P.  M.  on  Sunday,  but  tickets 
of  admission  may  be  sold  and  patrons  admitted 
to  the  premises  after  1  P.  M.  on  Sunday,  pro- 
vided such  amusements,  entertainments  or 
games,  except  boxing  or  wrestling,  may  be  held, 
shown  or  played  al  anytime  on  Sunday  for  re- 
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creation  and  not  for  profit ;  and  provided 
further  that  such  amusements,  entertainments 
or  games,  whether  for  recreation  or  profit, 
shall  not  be  held,  shown  or  played  within  200 
feet  of  any  permanent  place  of  worship,  except 
in  armories.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  or  crab 
on  Sunday  for  recreation  only,  and  not  for 
profit  through  sales  of  fish  or  crabs.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  hold  at  any  time  on  Sunday  any 
contest  between  animals,  such  as  horse  racing 
or  dog  racing,  or  any  contest  between  machines, 
such  as  motorcycles  and  motor  vehicles  of  all 
kind-. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  and  not  more 
than  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  offense. 

6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  keep  open  or  use 
any  dancing  saloon,  opera  house,  ten-pin  alley, 
barber  saloon  or  ball  alley  within  the  City  of 
Baltimore  on  the  Sabbath  Day,  commonly  called

without  fault  upon  their  part,  and  to  provide  for  the 
rights  of  such  members  upon  re-employment. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  6,  Sub- 
section (11)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927), 
title  "Pensions",  sub-title  "Benefits",  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  the  addition  of 
a  new  paragraph,  to  be  known  as  paragraph 
(a),  to  follow  immediately  after  the  present 
Subsection  (11),  and  to  read  as  follows: 

(11)  (a)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  this  ordinance,  should  a  member  be 
removed  from  a  regular  permanent  position  of 
the  City  without  fault  upon  his  part,  after  the 
completion  of  twenty  years  of  creditable  service 
and  the  attainment  of  age  fifty,  or  after  the 
completion  of  twenty-five  years  of  creditable 
service  regardless  of  age,  such  member  may 
elect,  in  lieu  of  the  withdrawal  of  his  accumu- 
lated contributions,  to  have  such  contributions 
paid  to  him  in  an  annuity  of  equivalent  acturial 
value,  in  which  event  he  shall  also  be  paid  a 
pension  equal  to  the  ordinary  disability  pen- 
sion that  would  have  been  payable  at  such  time 
had  he  been  retired  on  an  ordinary  disability 
retirement,  and  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
provide  for  and  pay  to  the  Retirement  System 
for  the   purpose   of  paying   such   pension   the 
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additional  amount  so  required.  The  payment 
of  all  such  pensions  and  the  continued  payment 
of  such  pensions  shall  be  contingent  on  the 
payment  annually  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  of  the  additional  amount  so 
required  to  meet  the  current  disbursement  of 
such  pensions.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  the  following  Section  264  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  proposed  as  an  amendment  to 
Section  264  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1938 
Edition),  and  that  the  following  Sections  264A 
to  264-1,  both  inclnsive,  be  and  the  same  are  here- 
by proposed  as  new  and  additional  sections  to  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1938  Edition),  and,  if 
adopted  by  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City,  as  herein 
provided,  to  become  Sections  264  and  264A  to 
264-1,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City. 

264.  (a)  Personnel.  There  shall  be  a  Commis- 
sion on  City  Plan  to  consist  of  nine  (9)  members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Mayor  of  the  City  ex 
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officio,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  City  ex  officio,  and  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  City  Council  ex  officio,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  that  body,  and  six  of  whom 
shall  be  residents  and  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  whose  interest  in  and  knowledge  of 
City  planning  shall  be  recognized,  and  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  Section  25  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter.  The  Mayor  may  delegate  some  other 
person  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  and 
to  vote  in  his  place,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  may 
delegate  an  employee  in  his  Department  to  attend 
a  meeting  of  the  Commission  and  to  vote  in  his 
place. 

(b)  Tenure.  The  terms  of  the  ex  officio  mem- 
bers shall  correspond  to  their  respective  official 
tenures,  and  the  term  of  each  appointed  member 
shall  be  six  (6)  years,  or  until  his  successor  takes 
office,  except  that  the  respective  terms  of  five  (5) 
of  the  members  first  appointed  shall  be  one,  two, 
three,  four  and  five  years,  the  respective  terms  to 
be  designated  by  the  Mayor.  Vacancies  occurring 
among  the  appointed  members,  otherwise  than 
through  the  expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled  for 
the  unexpired  term  by  the  Mayor  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  Section  25  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter. 

One  of  the  appointed  members  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Mayor  as  Chairman,  who  shall  serve  as 
such  until  his  resignation  or  the  expiration  of  his 
term. 

(e)  Compensation.  The  ex  officio  members  of 
the  Commission  shall  receive  no  compensation  but 
the  sbs  (6)  appointed  members  of  the  Commission 
shall  each  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  for  each  meeting  of  the 
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Commission  attended,  the  same,  however,  not  to 
exceed  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  a  year, 
except  the  Chairman,  who  shall  receive  compen- 
sation at  the  rate  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars 
($3,000.00)  a  year. 

(d)  Meetings  and  Records.  Regular  meetings 
of  the  Commission  shall  be  held  at  least  monthly, 
on  such  day  as  the  Commission  may  determine, 
and  special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  at 
the  call  of  the  Chairman  and  shall  be  called  by  the 
Chairman  upon  the  written  request  of  three  (3) 
members.  The  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  It  shall  hold  hear- 
ings, and  the  Chairman  may  administer  oaths  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses.  It  shall  keep  a 
record  of  its  resolutions,  transactions,  findings,  de- 
terminations and  decisions,  and  it  shall  keep  min- 
utes of  its  proceedings,  showing  the  vote  of  each 
member  upon  each  question,  all  of  which  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  and  shall  be  a 
public  record. 

(e)  Employees.  The  Commission  shall  appoint 
a  Secretary-Engineer,  who  shall  have  had  not  less 
than  five  (5)  years'  experience  in  City  planning  or 
zoning,  and  such  other  assistants  and  employees 
as  are  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  the  office  of  the  Commission,  said  appointments 
to  be  made  pursuant  to  the  laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  City  Service  Commission.  The  Secre- 
tary-Engineer and  all  other  employees  shall  re- 
ceive such  compensation  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  Annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

The  Commission  may  also  require  the  assistance 
of  any  other  department  or  bureau  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  such  depart- 
ment or  bureau,  upon  request,  shall  furnish  to 
the   Commission  within  a  reasonable  time   such 
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available  information  and  assistance  as  it  may  re- 
quire for  its  work. 

264 A.  (a)  Power  to  Prepare  Plans.  The  Com- 
mission shall  have  full  power  to  investigate  and 
study  land  uses  and  zoning,  and  as  a  result  of  such 
investigation  and  study,  to  formulate  and  prepare 
plans  showing  generally  the  proposed  physical 
development  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  which  plans 
in  their  entirety  shall  cover  the  whole  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore.  These  plans,  after  adoption  by  the 
Commission  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  known  as 
either  the  Master  Plan  or  Official  Detailed  Plans. 
In  the  preparation  of  plans,  the  Commission  shall 
make  careful  and  comprehensive  surveys  and 
studies  of  the  present  condition  and  the  antici- 
pated future  growth  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The 
Master  Plan  and  any  Official  Detailed  Plan  shall 
be  made  for  the  general  purpose  of  guiding  and 
accomplishing  a  coordinated,  adjusted  and  har- 
monious development  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  t<> 
promote  the  health,  order,  security,  safety  and 
morals  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City. 

(1))   The  Master  Plan.    The  Master  Plan  for  the 
proposed  physical  development  of  Baltimore  City 
shall  consist   of  maps,  plats,   chart    and   such   de 
scriptive  matter  as  may  he  necessary  to  depict  the 
-aid  Plan,  and  it  shall  show  generally  the  pro- 
posed  physical   developmenl    of    Baltimore   City, 
and  each  map,  plat  or  chart  or  other  descriptive 
matter  shall  show  one  or  m<>iv  elements  of  the 
Plan.    These  maps,  plats  and  chart-  and  descrip 
tive  matter  shall  indicate  the  plan  t'<>r  tie-  pro 
posed    physical   development    of   Baltimore   City, 
and  shall  -how,  among  other  things,  the  future 
general  Location  and  extent  of  all  public  improve 
mente   and   enterprises,   including,   among   other 
things,  the  genera]  location  and  extent  of  streets, 
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highways,  boulevards,  viaducts,  bridges,  subways, 
and  all  uses  of  land  for  purposes  of  public  trans- 
portation, and  also  the  general  location  and  ex- 
tent of  piers,  wharves,  docks  and  bulkheads,  and 
buildings  or  structures  thereon,  whether  publicly 
or  privately  owned  or  operated,  and  also  the 
general  location  and  extent  of  publicly  owned 
places  of  recreation,  such  as  playgrounds,  squares, 
and  parks,  and  all  public  buildings  and  other  pub- 
lic property,  including  school  buildings,  and  all 
proposed  zoning  areas  or  districts,  and  all  public 
utilities,  services  and  terminals,  such  as  water,  gas, 
electricity,  sewerage,  telephone,  telegraph  and 
transportation,  whether  privately  or  publicly 
owned  or  operated. 

(c)  Adoption  of  the  Master  Plan.  The  Com- 
mission may  adopt  the  Master  Plan  as  a  whole  by 
a  single  resolution,  or  may,  by  separate  resolu- 
tions, adopt  several  parts  of  the  Master  Plan. 
The  adoption  of  the  Master  Plan,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  by  resolution  of  the  Commission, 
carried  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  entire  personnel  of 
the  Commission.  Such  resolution  or  resolutions 
shall  refer  expressly  to  the  maps,  plats,  charts  or 
descriptive  matter  intended  by  the  Commission  to 
form  the  whole  or  part  of  the  Master  Plan,  and  the 
action  taken  by  the  Commission  shall  be  recorded 
on  the  maps,  plats,  charts  or  descriptive  matter  by 
the  identifying  signature  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Commission. 

Upon  the  adoption  by  the  Commissoin  of  the 
Master  Plan,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  said  Master 
Plan,  or  part  thereof,  shall  then  become  the 
Master  Plan,  or  part  of  the  Master  Plan,  for  the 
proposed  physical  development  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, and  an  original  copy  thereof,  duly  signed

by  the  Chairman,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Legislative  Reference. 

(d)  Amendment  of  the  Master  Plan.  After  the 
adoption  of  the  Master  Plan,  or  any  part  thereof, 
by  the  Commission,  the  said  Plan,  or  part  thereof, 
may  be  changed,  altered,  amended,  modified  or 
entirely  abandoned  only  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Commission,  carried  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  not 
less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  entire 
personnel  of  the  Commission,  and  an  original  copy 
of  said  amendment,  duly  signed  by  the  Chairman, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference. 

(e)  Compliance  with  the  Master  Plan.  After 
the  adoption  by  the  Commission  of  the  Master 
Plan,  or  part  thereof,  and  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  an  Official  Detailed  Plan,  no  public  improve- 
ment or  enterprise,  including,  among  other  things, 
streets,  highways,  boulevards,  viaducts,  bridges, 
subways  or  other  uses  of  land  for  purposes  of  pub- 
lic transportation,  and  piers,  wharves,  docks  and 
bulkheads,  and  buildings  or  structures  thereon, 
whether  publicly  or  privately  owned  or  operated, 
and  publicly  owned  places  of  recreation,  such  as 
playgrounds,  squares  or  parks,  and  public  build- 
ings, including  school  buildings,  and  public  utili- 
ties, services  or  terminals,  including  gas,  water, 
electricity,  sewerage,  telephone,  telegraph  or  trans- 
portation, whether  privately  or  publicly  owned  or 
operated,  within  the  scope  of  said  Master  Plan,  or 
pari  thereof  applicable  thereto,  shall  be  author 
ized  or  const  ructed  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  unless 
the  location  and  grade  thereof  and,  in  eases  of  the 
use  of  land  for  purposes  of  transportation,  the 
width  thereof,  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the 
Master  Plan  and  have  been  first  approved  by  the 
( Nnnmission. 
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264B.  (a)  Detailed  Plans.  After  the  adoption 
by  the  Commission  of  the  Master  Plan,  or  part 
thereof,  the  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time 
prepare  detailed  plans,  which  shall  be  in  general 
harmony  with  and  conform  to  the  Master  Plan. 
These  shall  consist  of  maps,  plats  and  charts  show- 
ing the  exact  location  of  the  lines  of  any  proposed 
street,  highway,  boulevard,  viaduct,  bridge,  sub- 
way or  any  other  use  of  land  for  the  purpose  of 
public  transportation,  as  well  as  the  exact  grade 
and  extent  thereof,  and  if  existing  streets,  high- 
ways, boulevards,  viaducts,  bridges,  subways  or 
any  other  use  of  land  for  purposes  of  public  trans- 
portation be  affected  by  said  detailed  plans,  then 
the  existing  condition,  and  the  change  proposed 
therein  by  the  detailed  plan,  shall  be  shown  on  said 
maps,  plats  and  charts.  Such  maps,  plats  and 
charts  may  also  show  the  exact  location  of  the 
lines  of  any  proposed  pier,  wharf,  dock  or  bulk- 
head, and  building's  or  structures  thereon,  whether 
publicly  or  privately  owned  or  operated,  or  of  any 
proposed  publicly  owned  place  of  recreation,  such 
as  a  playground,  square  or  park,  or  the  exact  site 
of  any  proposed  public  building,  including  school 
buildings,  or  the  exact  extent  of  a  proposed  zoning 
area  or  district,  or  the  exact  location  of  any  pro- 
posed public  utility,  service  or  terminal,  such  as 
gas,  water,  electricity,  sewerage,  telephone,  tele- 
graph or  transportation,  whether  privately  or  pub- 
licly owned  or  operated.  Such  detailed  plans  shall 
show  all  that  is  reasonably  necessary  to  supply 
anyone  proposing  to  use  land  encompassed  within 
the  boundaries  of  said  plan  with  all  pertinent  in- 
formation relative  to  the  proposed  plan  for  the 
territory  involved. 

(b)  Adoption  of  Detailed  Plans.  After  the 
preparation  of  any  detailed  plan,  and  after  a  pub- 
lic hearing  thereon  before  the  Commission,  notice 
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of  the  time  and  place  of  which  hearing  shall  be 
given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  Baltimore  City,  the  Commission  may 
adopt  such  detailed  plan  by  resolution  carried  by 
the  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Com- 
mission, and,  thereupon,  such  detailed  plan  shall 
become  an  Official  Detailed  Plan  for  the  proposed 
physical  development  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  an  original  copy  thereof,  duly  signed  by  the 
Chairman,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Departmenl  of 
Legislative  Reference. 

(c)  Amendment  to  Official  Detailed  Plans.  Any 
Official  Detailed  Plan  may  be  changed,  altered. 
amended,  modified  or  entirely  abandoned  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Commission  carried  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  entire  personnel  of  the  Commission  after  a 
public  hearing  thereon  before  the  Commission, 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  which  hearing  shall 
be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  Baltimore  City.  An  original  copy 
of  such  amendment,  duly  signed  by  the  Chairman, 
shall  l)e  filed  with  the  Departmenl  of  Legislative 
Reference  ;  provided,  that  minor  changes  in  details 
of  construction  may  be  made  with  the  approval 
of  the  ('haii-man  of  the  Commission  or  his  desig- 
nated representative.  All  such  changes  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Commission. 

(d)  Legal  Bffed  of  Official  Detailed  Plans.  The 
adoption    of   an    Official    Detailed    Plan    shall    not, 

however,  be  deemed  the  opening  of  establishment 
of  any  street,  or  the  taking  of  any  land  for  public 
purposes,  bul  solely  as  a  designation  of  the  loca 
lion  shown  thereon  \'nv  future  acquisition  for  pub 
lie  use  pursuant  to  the  law  in  Midi  cases  made  and 
provided,    The  owner  of  such  land  bo  designated 
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in  an  Official  Detailed  Plan  may,  however,  have 
such  land  exempted  from  all  real  property  taxes 
thereon  if  such  land  is  unimproved  and  if,  and  so 
long  as,  no  use  thereof  is  made  by  the  said  owner. 
Such  exemption  shall  be  obtained  by  application 
of  the  owner  to  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  for  tax  ex- 
emption on  the  ground  that  the  land  is  designated 
for  future  public  use. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Official  Detailed  Plans. 
After  the  adoption  by  the  Commission  of  an  Offi- 
cial Detailed  Plan,  no  public  improvement  or  enter- 
prise, including,  among  other  things,  streets,  high- 
ways, boulevards,  viaducts,  bridges,  subways  or 
other  uses  of  land  for  the  purposes  of  public  trans- 
portation, and  piers,  wharves,  docks,  and  bulk- 
heads, and  buildings  or  structures  thereon, 
whether  publicly  or  privately  owned  or  operated, 
and  publicly  owned  places  of  recreation,  such  as 
playgrounds,  squares  or  parks,  and  public  build- 
ings, including  school  buildings,  and  public  utili- 
ties, services  or  terminals,  including  gas,  water, 
electricity,  sewerage,  telephone,  telegraph  or 
transportation,  whether  privately  or  publicly 
owned  or  operated,  within  the  scope  of  such  Official 
Detailed  Plan  applicable  thereto,  shall  be  author- 
ized or  constructed  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  until 
the  Commission  has  certified  that  the  location, 
grade  and  extent  thereof  comply  with  and  con- 
form to  such  Official  Detailed  Plan. 

Likewise,  in  order  to  preserve  the  integrity  of 
any  Official  Detailed  Plan,  after  the  adoption  there- 
of by  the  Commission,  any  application  for  a  permit 
made  to  any  department  or  bureau  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  any  building, 
structure  or  improvement  of  any  kind  or  character 
whatsoever,  shall  be  referred  by  the  department  or 
bureau  to  whom  application  is  made  to  the  Com- 
mission for  a  study  thereof,  and  if  the  building, 
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structure  or  improvement  complies  with  and  con- 
forms to  an  applicable  Official  Detailed  Plan,  the 
Commission  shall  approve  the  same,  but  if  the 
building,  structure  or  improvement  does  not  com- 
ply with  and  conform  to  any  such  applicable  Offi- 
cial Detailed  Plan,  then  the  Commission  shall 
promptly  report  thereon  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
and  to  the  department  or  bureau  to  which  such 
application  has  been  made  what  action,  if  any,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  looking  toward  the 
preservation  of  such  Official  Detailed  Plan, 
should  be  taken  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore. 

After  the  adoption  by  the  Commission  of  an 
Official  Detailed  Plan,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  not  acquire  in  any  manner  what- 
soever for  public  use,  or  accept  any  land  tor  such 
use,  within  the  territory  embraced  in  such  Official 
Detailed  Plan,  without  the  acquisition  or  accep- 
tance being  first  approved  by  the  Commission  on 
City  Plan. 

264C.  (a)  Regulation  of  Subdivisions.  The 
Commission  shall  investigate  and  study  the  de- 
velopment of  subdivisions  of  land,  a-  herein  de 
fined,  and  shall  formulate  and  publish  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  development  of  such  subdivi- 
sions which  will  require  that  tic  development 
plans  include  adequate  provision  for  all  public 
improvements,  enterprises  and  all  public  utilities, 

whether  privately  or  publicly  owned  or  operated; 

for  the  proper  width,  grade  and  arrangement  «>t' 
street.-,  and  all  uses  <>r  land  for  public  transporta- 
tion, and  the  relation  thereof  to  existing  streets 
or  streets  shown  on  an  Official  Detailed  Plan;  for 
adequate  and  convenient  open  space-  for  traffic 
and  the  access  of  fire-fighting  apparatus;  and 
which  will  require  that  all  such  subdivisions  and 
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the  owners  thereof  comply  in  all  respects  with  any 
applicable  Official  Detailed  Plan. 

(b)  Definition  of  Subdivision  Plans.  A  subdivi- 
sion plan,  as  herein  used,  shall  mean  a  plan  show- 
ing one  or  more  new  streets  or  parks,  and  show- 
ing the  division  of  a  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land 
into  two  or  more  lots,  tracts  or  parcels,  or  other 
divisions  of  land  for  the  purpose,  whether  imme- 
diate or  future,  of  sale  or  building  development. 

(c)  Approval  of  Subdivision  Plans.  All  plans 
for  such  subdivision  of  land  shall  be  filed  for  rec- 
ord with  the  Commission,  and  no  permits  shall  be 
issued  by  any  department  or  bureau  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  any  work  of 
any  character  whatsoever,  to  be  done  in  such  sub- 
division of  land,  until  the  plan  thereof  shall  have 
been  approved  by  the  Commission  as  in  conform- 
ity to  the  rules  and  regulations  formulated  and 
published  by  the  Commission  and  to  any  appli- 
cable Official  Detailed  Plan. 

In  the  event  the  Commission  shall  fail  to  ap- 
prove or  disapprove  any  such  subdivision  plan 
within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  submis- 
sion thereof  to  the  Commission,  such  plan  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion, provided,  however,  that  the  applicant  for  the 
Commission's  approval  may  waive  this  require- 
ment and  consent  to  an  extension  of  such  period. 

(d)  Effect  of  Approval  of  Subdivision  Plans. 
After  the  approval  by  the  Commission  of  any  such 
subdivision  plan,  the  streets  shown  thereon  shall 
have  the  status  of  a  street  shown  on  an  Official  De- 
tailed Plan.  No  plat  showing  such  a  subdivision 
plan  shall  be  filed  among  the  Land  Records  of  Bal- 
timore City  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore 
City  until  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission. 
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264D.  Appeals.  Any  applicant  for  a  permit, 
or  any  officer,  department,  board  or  bureau  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  aggrieved 
by  any  decision  of  the  Commission,  may  appeal  to 
the  Baltimore  City  Court  by  a  petition,  duly  veri- 
fied, setting  forth  that  such  decision  is  illegal,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  and  specifying  the  grounds  of  the 
illegality.  Such  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Court  within  thirty  days  after  the  decision  of  the 
Commission. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  such  petition,  the 
Court  shall  allow  an  appeal  to  review  such  decision 
of  the  Commission  and  shall  prescribe  the  time 
within  which  an  answer  shall  be  filed  and  served 
upon  petitioner's  attorney.  The  appeal  shall  not 
stay  proceedings  upon  the  decision  appealed  from, 
but  the  Court  may,  on  application,  and  on  notice 
to  the  Commission  and  the  applicant,  and  on  due 
cause  shown,  grant  a  restraining  order. 

If,  upon  the  hearing,  it  shall  appear  to  the  Court 
thai  testimony  is  necessary  for  the  proper  dis- 
position of  the  matter,  it  may  take  evidence,  or 
appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  evidence,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Court  with  his  findings  of 
fact  and  conclusions  of  law,  which  shall  constitute 
a  part  of  the  proceedings  upon  which  the  deter- 
mination of  the  Court  shall  be  made.  The  Court 
may  reverse  or  affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or  may 
modify  the  decision  broughl  up  for  review. 

An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  determination 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Court  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. 

264E.     Rules  for  Guidance  of  the  Commission. 
In  preparing,  formulating  and  adopting  the  M 
ter  Plan,  or  any  I  Official  Detailed  Plan,  or  in  chang- 
ing, altering,  amending,  modifying  or  abandon- 
ing any  Master  Plan  or  Official  Detailed  Plan,  and 
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in  approving  or  disapproving  proposed  public  im- 
provements or  enterprises,  and  in  formulating  and 
adopting  rules  or  regulations  in  respect  to  subdi- 
visions of  land,  and  in  approving  or  disapproving 
subdivision  plans,  or  in  exercising  any  of  the  pow- 
ers herein  conferred  on  the  Commission,  the  said 
Commission,  in  order  to  promote  the  public  health, 
order,  security,  safety  and  morals,  shall  give  con- 
sideration to — 

(a)  The  coordinated,  adjusted  and  harmonious 
physical  development  of  the  City  of  Baltimore ; 

(b)  The  present  and  future  needs  of  Baltimore 
City  and  its  inhabitants  with  reference  to  the  uses 
of  land  for  public  transportation,  and  the  uses  of 
land  for  places  of  public  recreation,  and  the  uses 
of  land  for  sites  for  public  buildings,  and  the  uses 
of  land  for  adequate  public  and  private  utilities; 

(c)  Hazards,  risks  and  dangers  of  traffic,  trans- 
portation, fire,  public  and  private  utilities,  the  con- 
gestion of  population,  inadequate  housing  facili- 
ties, lack  of  light  and  air  and  the  spread  of  dis- 
ease ; 

insofar  as  any  of  them  affect  the  public  health, 
order,  security,  safety  and  morals. 

264F.  (a)  Amendment  to  Zoning  Ordinance. 
The  Commission  shall  have  full  power  to  investi- 
gate and  study  land  uses  and  zoning  in  Baltimore 
City,  and  the  relation  thereof  to  public  and  pri- 
vate development,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
confer  with  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals,  and, 
when  the  Commission  deems  it  necessary,  report 
and  submit  to  the  City  Council  amendments  to  the 
Baltimore  City  Zoning  Ordinance.  Any  such 
amendment  shall  be  submitted  only  by  resolution, 
carried  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 
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All  amendments  to  the  Baltimore  City  Zoning 
Ordinance,  proposed  and  introduced  into  the  City 
Council,  shall  be  referred  by  the  City  Council  to 
the  Commission  for  a  report  and  recommendation, 
and  the  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  show  the  number  of  its  votes  cast 
for  and  the  number  of  its  votes  cast  against  the 
proposed  amendment. 

264G.  Fiscal  Affairs.  The  Commission  shall 
investigate  and  study  all  plans  and  proposals  for 
the  construction  of  any  public  improvement  or  en- 
terprise of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  shall  determine  whether  or  not  such 
public  improvement  or  enterprise  is  wise  and 
proper,  considering  cost,  depreciation  and  main- 
tenance and  whether  it  conforms  to  whatever  Offi- 
cial Detailed  Plans  may  be  applicable,  and  shall 
report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  to 
the  department  in  charge  of  the  improvement  or 
enterprise  with  particular  reference  to  the  time, 
order  and  general  character  of  said  proposed  pub- 
lic improvement  or  enterprise. 

Whenever  any  ordinance  or  resolution  authoriz- 
ing the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to 
issue  City  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  for 
one  or  more  proposed  public  improvements  or  en- 
terprises shall  have  been  introduced  in  the  City 
Council,  and  shall  have  passed  its  first  reading 
therein,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  Commission  for 
an  opinion,  in  writing,  as  to  its  advisability  and 
whether  the  wants  of  the  City  actually  require 
such  improvements  or  enterprises  or  the  Issuance 
of  said  City  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness, 

and    whether   the    financial   condition    of   the    City 
will   justify   SUCh   expenditures   or  the   issnanee  of 

said  City  stock  or  certificates  <»t'  indebtedness,  and 

the    Commission     shall     forward    said    ordinance. 
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with  such  opinion  attached,  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates for  its  opinion,  in  writing,  as  to  whether  the 
financial  condition  of  the  City  will  justify  such  an 
expenditure  or  the  issuance  of  said  City  stock  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness.  No  further  action 
with  regard  to  said  ordinance  shall  be  taken  by 
the  City  Council  until  such  reports  have  been 
made  and  submitted  to  the  City  Council,  and  read 
and  entered  on  the  journal  of  said  Council.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commission  and  of  said 
Board  promptly  to  make  the  said  reports  and  the 
Board  of  Estimates  shall  return  the  same,  attached 
to  said  ordinance,  to  the  City  Council. 

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements  provided 
for  by  Section  103  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter 
(1938  Edition),  and  referred  to  in  Section  104  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1938  Edition),  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  abolished,  and  all  the  rights, 
powers,  duties  and  functions  of  the  said  Board  are 
hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Commis- 
sion on  City  Plan. 

264H.  Penalties  for  Violations.  Any  person 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  or  require- 
ments of  this  sub-title  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction  in  any  Court  of  co- 
petent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00)  nor  more  than  Two 
Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00),  and  every  day  that 
such  violation  continues  shall  be  deemed  a  sepa- 
rate offense.

posed as  new  and  additional  Sections  of  the  Char- 
ter of  Baltimore  City  (1938  Edition)  shall,  at  the 
general  election  to  be  held  on  May  2,  1939,  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for 
adoption  or  rejection,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  11A  of  the  Constitution  of  Mary- 
land in  the  following  form:

A  resolution  to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  by  adding  a  new  section  to  said  Charter, 
creating  a  Department  of  Public  Recreation,  providing 
for  its  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for  the  sub- 
mission of  said  amendment  to  the  qualified  voters  for 
adoption  or  rejection. 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  the  following  section  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  proposed  as  an  amendment 
to  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  to  follow  im- 
mediately after  Section  150  of  said  Charter 
(Edition  of  1938),  and  if  adopted  by  the  legally 
qualified  voters  of  the  City,  as  herein  provided, 
to  be  entitled  "Department  of  Public  Recrea- 
lion,"  to  be  known  as  Section  150A,  and  to  read 
as  follows : 

Department  of  Public  Recreation. 

150A.  The  Department  of  Public  Recreation 
is  hereby  created,    The  activities  and  affairs  of 
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the  Department  of  Public  Recreation  shall  be 

administered,  its  authority  exercised  and  its 
duties  performed,  by  a  board  consisting  of 
seven  members,  who  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, and  who,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
( Jity.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  Mayor  from  among  those  he  deems  most 
capable,  by  reason  of  character,  education,  in- 
telligence and  experience,  of  promoting  public 
recreation.  Appointments  to  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Recreation  shall  be  made  without  regard  to 
religious  or  political  affiliations. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  six  years  and  until  a  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified,  except  that  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  first  organized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  until  September  30,  1941,  and  until  their 
respective  successors  qualify;  two  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  serve  until  September  30,  1943,  and 
until  their  respective  successors  qualify,  and 
three  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  until  Septem 
ber  30,  1945,  and  until  their  respective  succ 
sors  qualify.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council,  for  t he  unexpired  term. 

The  Department  of  Public  Recreation  is  here 
by    authorized    and    empowered    to    establish, 
equip,  supervise,   operate  and   maintain   play- 
grounds, swimming  pools,  athletic  fields,  recre 
ation  centers,  bathing  beaches  and  other  recre 
ational  facilities  and  activil  ies. 

The  Mayor  shall  designate  the  Chairman,  and 
the  designation  shall  be  for  the  term  for  which 
the  person   so  designated   is  or  has   been   ap 
pointed.    The  Board  Bhall  fleet  a  vice  chairman, 
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to  act  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.  The 
Board  shall  appoint  a  Director,  who  shall  exer- 
cise the  authority  and  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  delegated  and  imposed  by  the  Board. 
The  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  or  au- 
thorize the  Director,  subject  to  its  approval,  to 
appoint  a  Secretary,  and  supervisors,  instruc- 
tors, assistants,  and  other  employees  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  and  operation  of  the 
Department.  The  compensation  of  all  em- 
ployees of  the  Department  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board,  within  the  limits  of  the  appro- 
priations therefor  made  in  the  annual  Ordinance 
of  Estimates.  The  Director  and  all  persons  ap- 
pointed by  him  or  by  the  Board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Sections  268  to  284,  inclusive,  of  the  City  Char- 
ter, title  "City  Service  Commission",  except 
thai  until  February  1,  1940,  the  Board  and  the 
Director  shall  tfave  power  and  authority  to 
name  to  positions  in  the  Department  hereby 
created  any  person  employed,  at  the  time  of  the 
approval  of  this  provision  of  the  City  Charter, 
by  any  organization  in  Baltimore  City  engaged 
in  recreational  work.  All  such  persons,  in- 
cluding" the  Director,  in  the  service  of  the  De- 
partment on  February  1,  1940,  shall  thereafter 
be  classified,  according  to  positions,  for  perma- 
nent employment,  and  shall  be  subject  to,  and 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  said  Sections  268  to 
284,  inclusive,  of  the  City  Charter. 

The  Department  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  charge  and  collect  fees  for  special 
services,  instruction,  games,  entertainments  and 
other  recreational  activities.  All  funds  collected 
by  the  Department,  or  by  any  municipal  agency 
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in  behalf  of  said  Department,  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Comptroller  in  a  special  fund,  to  be  known 
as  the  Recreation  Fund.  Said  fund  shall  be 
used  only  for  the  purposes  and  work  of  the 
Department  of  Recreation. 

The  Department  of  Public  Recreation  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  rent  athletic 
areas,  halls,  gymnasiums  and  other  places  suit- 
able for  the  conduct  of  the  activities  of  the  De- 
partment. The  Department  of  Public  Recrea- 
tion is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners, to  organize  and  conduct  play  and  recre- 
ational activities  on  grounds  and  in  buildings 
under  the  control  of  said  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners; and,  similarly,  to  use  property  un- 
der the  control  of  other  municipal  agencies,  with 
the  consent  of  such  agencies,  to  the  end  that  all 
public  recreation  services  may  be  centralized  in 
one  department;  provided  thai  nothing  herein 
shall  be  con-trued  to  abridge  the  rights,  powers 
or  duties  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioner-. 
or  other  municipal  agency,  over  property  sub- 
ject to  its  jurisdiction;  and  provided  further 
that  nothing  contained  herein  -hall  abridge  the 
rights,  powers  and  duties  of  the  Hoard  of  School 

Commissioners  ;i-  conferred  upon  them  under 
the  present   Baltimore  City  Charter.  -<•  far  as 
the  same   relates  t<>  athletic-  and  recreational 
activities  of  the  pupils  in  the   Baltimore  City 
Public  School  System.    The  use  of  an)  munic- 
ipal property  by  the  Department  of  Public  Rec 
reation  -hall  i»<-  -abject  to  such  rule-  and  regu 
lation-  a-   may   be  adopted   by   the    Board   of 
School    Commissioners,    <>r    other    agency    in 
charge  of  -aid  property  for  the  municipal  go^ 
ernment. 
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The  Department  of  Public  Recreation  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered,  in  its  discretion, 
to  accept  contributions,  donations,  gifts,  devises 
or  bequests  of  property,  real  or  personal,  to  be 
used  or  the  proceeds  therefrom  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Department.  Any  contri- 
butions, donations,  gifts,  devises  or  bequests 
of  real  or  personal  property  accepted  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  be  used  for  the 
Department,  according  to  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  gift,  devise  or  bequest.  Endowment 
property  or  funds  shall  be  administered  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance,  and  shall  be  invested 
and  reinvested  by  said  Commissioners,  and 
the  income  and  profits  therefrom  paid  over  to 
the  Department  for  use  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  instrument  making 
the  gift,  devise  or  bequest. 

The  Department  of  Public  Recreation  shall, 
on  or  before  March  fifteenth  of  each  year,  pub- 
lish a  detailed  report  of  its  operations,  and  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year.  Copies  of  the  report 
shall  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  the  City  Council,  and  interested  pub- 
lic and  private  agencies. 

The  Department  of  Public  Recreation  shall 
keep  a  minute  book  and  other  records  of  its 
proceedings,  and  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and 
enforce  rules  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment and  use  of  all  playgrounds,  recreation 
centers,  property,  equipment  and  facilities  un- 
der its  control.  The  Department  shall  have 
power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
operations  of  the  Department,  and  for  the  con- 
duct of  employees.  A  majority  of  the  Board 
shall  constitute  a  sufficient  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 
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The  Board  of  Public  Recreation,  constituted 

as  herein  provided,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  be 
desirable  to  operate  through  private  agencies 
for  the  remainder  of  the  calendar  year  1939, 
and  to  assemble  a  staff  for  City-wide  opera- 
tions beginning  January  1,  1940,  with  such  ap- 
propriations for  salaries  and  expenses  as  may 
be  made  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates  for  1940, 
together  with  such  funds,  facilities  and  equip- 
ment as  may  be  otherwise  provided. 

All  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  incon- 
sistency; and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  aforegoing  Section,
